NEWFOUNDLAND'S CRISIS. 

Tho British Government Has Offered Assist- 
ance to the Impoverished People— 
Danklue; Resumption. 

St. Johns, Nlld., Deo. 21.— The British 
worship Tourmaline will remain hero until 
April. It is reported that tho British gov- 
ernment has offered assistance to the im- 
poverished people of this colony. Tho stag- 
nation of business in Newfoundland ia com- 
plete, every labor omploying concern on the 
island being closed, Tho work of real- 
ization on tho assots of insolvent firms, 
begun under tho direction of the 
trustees of the Commeruiai bank, is now be- 
ing carried on under the charge ot the trus- 
tees, who are verifying tho BtaccmenU in 
regard to tbo specie contained In the vaults. 
Tho govornmont has not yet indicated tho 
nature of tho proposed legislation relating 
to the present buainesB crisis. Tho intro- 
duction of a measnro bearing on this subject 
is expected on Monday, It is suggested in 
tho newspapers that tho salaries of all pub- 
lic officials bo reduced 20 per cent. Tho 
Halifax banks havo been persuaded to ro- 
aumo buainoBB. A representative of the 
B»nk of Montroal is expected to arrive to- 
morrow. 



FOR THE PACIFIC. 

U, S. Revenue Cutter Perry En Route to San 
Franclsao. 

New York, Deo. "I. — The revenue out- 
ter Perry, which waB ordered to the New 
York station to rephic3 the Grant, Bailed 
from this port yesterday ufternoon en route 
to San Franoiaco, thonoo to Bchring aoa. 
AesiBtant Secretary of the Treasury Hiimlin, 
who recently returned from lioliring 
, repotted that tho revenue intereata 
in than locality wero insufficiently 
protected, and in conseciuenco Secretary 
C:»rllalo uaaigued tho Perry to duty thero. 
Tho departure of tho Perry practically de- 
prives this station of one ef ita host boats. 
Her place will bo token by tho revenue 
cutter Hamilton, of Philadelphia. The trip 
to San Francitco will occupy about thrco 
months, and tho Perry will havo travelled 
15,000 miles when she rouchoe thoro. The 
Perry h an iron vessel, brigantlne riggod. 



STRONGER THAN EVER. 

Premier Crlspl's Position In No Way Weakened 
Hut tho Reverse. 

London, Doc. 21.— Tho Times correspond- 
ent in Rome aays ho has confidential infor- 
mation that a new series of libolous doou- 
moot againBt Promior Criapi are preparing. 
Thoy aro fiotitious, ho says, and partly for- 
geries. Tho romarkablo cordiality which 
King Humbert in tho laob audience showed 
to Crispi, is much diecussod in Rome and 
tho goneral opinion is that tho Premior's 
position ia stronger than over. 

Post oillee Bob1>ed. 

Ckntrai.ia, Deo. 21. — Tho bnidoBt and 
moat succeeaful burglary that hao taken 
place in this city for a long time occurred 
this morning. The post ollioo was robbed ot 
about §1,000 in caBh, stamps and a gold 
watch. Tho robbery was ovidontly tho 
work of local orooks, as tho looation and 
goneral businoBS method* woro familiar with 
whoever did tho work. Tho post oflioo has 
beon doing a big business in money orders 
slnoo tho closing of tho G'entralia bank, 
which accounts for tho largo amount of 
cash on hand at this timo. Thoro is yot no 
oluo to tho robbors, but a numbor of peoplo 
are being shadowod and it is thought prob- 
ablo that tho thieves will bo onught. The 
safo in tho post office was blown opon.

NICARAGUA CANAL. 

The Building of the Canal Has Become a 
Certainty— Prospects Very 
Bright. 

London, Oot. 21.— -Mr. John R. Bartlett, 
chairman of the stockholders reorganization 
committee of the Nicaragua canal, in an in- 
terview to-day iald that the whole of the 
Nicaragua shares at his disposal had been 
taken in England. He oould havo sold 
many times tho amounb of sharea ho pos- 
sessed, had thoy been available. Ho will 
sail for New York next week to organize a 
new construction company, and complete 
arrangemontB to plaoo the securities of the 
company in tho United States and Europe. 
Active work upon tho canal will begin soon. 
Thero will neoessarily be a Bhort dolay | n 
awaiting tho report from tho London com- 
mittee, among whoso niembora aro some of 
tho ablest of tho loading English politioianB, 
soiontiato, engineers and ship owners. The 
results of his visit, Mr. Barlott Baid, had 
been bo satisfactory that thero ia nothing 
left to bo dono, and tho building of tho 
canal, with or without the asBiatanco of the 
United State8 congress, haB become a cer- 
tainty. 

AliMENIAN HORRORS. 



Earl Kimberly Strongly Urged to 
Tako Actiou in tbe 
Matter. 

Gross Misrepresentations — A Self- 
Confessed Anarchist Figures 
as an Armenian. 

Washington, Deo. 21. — Tho State de- 
partment has not learned that tho Ottoman 
Porte has givon the requeatod Banotion for 
Consul Jowett to accompany tho commis- 
sion to Armonia, as an independent commis- 
sioner as direotod by the President, or that 
Turkey haB reaohod any definite conclusion 
in the mattor. It 1b officially known, how- 
evor, that Minister Terrill is with his UBual 
vigor pressing tho Grand Vizier for action 
on the President's proposition. It is quite 
clear, howovor, that up to this time noth- 
ing haB beon definitely determined upon, as 
between the Porte and Minietor Terrill. 

London, Deo. 21. — A mooting was held in 
the Moslem colony of London to-day, at 
which it was roaolvod to address a memorial 
to Lord Kimberly, foreign seorotary, pro- 
testing againBt the gross misrepresentations 
of Moslem law and religion, whioh are be- 
ing made for political purposes in connection 
with tho Armenian atrocities, 

Vienna, Deo. 21.< — A man named Popa- 
gin, who was imprisoned as an anarchist in 
Bucharest some time ago, haa proved to be 
an Armenian agitator. He confessed yes- 
terday that he was a member of a wide- 
spread conspiracy designed to overthrow 
Turkish rule in Armenia and make the pro- 
vince independent. His statements have 
implicated several othor Armenians, who 
hare beon arrested. 

Constantinople, Deo. 21. — The govern- 
ment denies the report spread by Armeni- 
ans, that the Bishop of Mooah has boon ar- 
rested. 

Odissa, Dec. 21.— Russian newspapers 
print a London dispatch to tho effect) that 
the Duke of Teok has been mentioned as a 
poasihle Prinoe of Armenia in oaso that pro- 
vince be made autonomous. 



SIR JOHN THOMPSON. 



BURNS AT ST. LOUIS. 

His Views on Trades Unions and Necessary 
Social and Municipal Reform. 

St. Lodis, Dec. 21.— An hour later than 
tho advertised time John Burns, M.P., wbb 
introduced to 4,000 peoplo at the Exposi- 
tion. Tho stage was decorated with British 
and American flags and a brass band contri- 
buted the "Conquering Hero." 

Mr. Burns Bpoke on " Trades Unions ond 
sooial and municipal reform." Tho condi- 
tions in this country, ho said, surprised him 
and ho oaw tho beginning of great problems 
as to tho beat moans by which the sooial and 
Industrial interests of tho producers could bo 
subserved. Ho urged tho unification of 
Trades Unions on all social and political 
queationB. 

In citing anmn of tlio causes that had pro- 
duced tho groat and growing disparity 
between tho rich and poor, he Baid : 
" Under consumption over produotlon and 
tho Belfiahness of greedy monopoly 
havo producod the vagrants and the Vandor- 
bilta. Tho ono is an enormity and tho othor 
a monstrosity. As tho porcontago of tho 
share of the laborer in hiB product has de- 
creased, that of tho capitalist has increased. 
JuBt now tho currency conjurors «ro kick- 
ing up a duat to blind you to tho situation, 
at tho sumo timo increasing tho great dis- 
parity." As a remedy for thiB Mr. BuriiB 
suggosled Booialiam puro and Bimplo. He 
dealt out caustic critieimn of American 
municipal government, and thought social- 
ism tho panacoa. Frequent and loud ap- 
plause grootod him. Mr. Bums will remain 
horo until to-morrow ovoning, when ho de- 
parts for Indianapolis. 

TRAFFIC ARRANGEMENTS. 

Action of tho Grand Trunk Railway Said to 
Have Rendered the Former Adjust- 
ment Worthless. 

CHICAGO, Doo. 21,. — Tho gonoral mooting 
of railroad representatives apent tho day 
in discueaing tho difforenooa hotwoon tho 
Southorn Pacific and tho Santa Fo. In com- 
parison with tho Canadian Paoitio, all 
other roads will be oaay to handle. 
Tho Grand Trunk by its disapproval 
has rendered the recontly adopted immi- 
gration agreement Worthless. General 
pas«onger agont Bell, of the Grand Trunk, 
feels that he has not had proper treatment 
at tho hands of tho othor lines on a ruling 
of the chairman, that as his road has no 
lino in Western territory he waa oxoluded 
trom tho mooting. He claimed that ho had 
aB much right thero as the Canadian Pacific, 
but tho ohairman insisted on barring him 
out, Thia has oaueed bad fooling all round, 
moat of thoBo concerned upholding tho de- 
cision of the chairman.

Ottawa, Doo. 21. — An impreBaive funeral 
eorvioo was held at tho Basilica thia morn- 
ing in memory of tho late Sir John Thomp- 
son, which will long ba rememborod by 
those who were present at ic, as ono of tho 
most remarkable gatherings of tho kind. 
Tho decorations in black and gold, tho 
oolors of His Holiness, woro of a mosb 
elaborato ohaructor. Tho musio waB rondor- 
ed by a picked choir composed 
of representatives from all the choirs 
of the city, Protestant and Roman 
Catholic, and they renderod tho musical 
portion of tho ceremony in an exceedingly 
oroditablo manner. All olaasea of tho com- 
munity wero ropreaontod in tho cor course of 
5,000 people present. Archbishop Duhamel 
preached tho sermon. Tho discourse was 
that of a broad mind, liberal, and was a 
splendid oulogy of Sir John. The service 
was a state affair. Tho decorations wero 
under tho direction of tho dep'vrtmont of 
public works, cost over a thousand dollars 
and wero very fine. Tho catafalque, whioh 
had the letters " S. J." worked in gold, was 
of the most artistic design. 

Lieutenant Governor Dewdney and Mrs. 
Dewdney arrived from British Columbia 
this aftornoon. Thoy will stay with Lady 
Thompeon during tho coming week and pro- 
ceed with her to Halifax. 

London, Deo. 21. — (Special) — The Queen: 
will Bend a special representative to Ports- 
mouth on tho oocasion of tho romoval of the 
body of Sir John Thompson on board the 
oruisor Blenheim to-morrow, and the colon- 
ial oflioo will Bend Mr. Hartman, with Mr. 
Just, assistant seorotary to tho Marquis of 
Ripon. Lord Ripon has sent a wreath of 
whito flowors to bo placed upon tho coffin. 
Mr. Sydney Buxton, under-colonial secre- 
tary, has sent a cross of holly and tho staff 
of the Colonial office have contribut- 
ed a wreath with a cross of holly. 
The entiro staff of the Dominion 
offices in London will leave tho building at 
about 8:30 o'clock to-morrow morning, and 
will ride in carriages to tho rooms of Gar- 
stin, tho undertaker in whose charge the 
body haa been sinoe its removal from 
Windsor. A hearse with glass panels will 
receive tho body and oonvey it to the Vic- 
toria station. 

Assistant Manager Humphries, of the 
London, Brighton and South Coast railway, 
has pereonally -superintended the fitting out 
and draping of tho royal saloon oarriago 
Viororla, wbioh has been placed at the dis- 
posal of thoao having in hand the arrange- 
ments for the conveyance to Portsmouth 
of the remains of Sir John Thompeon. Tho 
carriage has beon beautifully fitted up as a 
mortuary chapel, draped in black, with a 
canopy of black velvet relieved by silver 
ctara over the head of the bier. At the back 
of Ihe canopy stands a masBive silver cross. 
Six golden candelabra are placed at inter- 
vals around the bier and at tho head is a 
handsomo crucifix. The ceiling of the car- 
riage is covered with the Dominion flag. 
Spooial arrangements havo beon made for 
conducting the devotiona during tho journey 
to Portsmouth, and a numbor of clergymen 
will accompany the remains for that pur- 
pose. Similar arrangements havo boon made 
for tho voyage scrois tho Atlantic. 

Sir Charles Tuppor haB boen ailing sinoe 
his recent attack of influenza, On Tuesday 
he waa seized with a chill and is now unable 
to loave the house. Owing to the condition 
of his health ho will nob accompany the 
body on tho cruiser Blenheim, Souator San- 
ford alono sailing with tho remains. He 
gave up his parb in tho laot ceremonies here 
and his mission on the Blenheim only in 
doferenco to tho strong protest of hia physi- 
cian, Dr. Tyrrell, who assured him that 
even tho journey to Portsmouth would en- 
tail material risk. 

The Queen h„s c^mmoned Lord Carring- 
ton, who weut to the Czar's funeral in her 
bohalf, and it is understood that ho will rep- 
roBout her at the embarkation of the body. 
Tho Blenheim with the body of Sir John 
Thompson is oxpeotod to arrivo at Halifax 
on December 31. The remains will lie in 
state January 1 and the interment will tako 
placo tho following day.

NANAIMO'S POLICE COURT. 

Opening of the Inquiry Into Its Conduct and 
the Position and Emoluments of 
the Magistrate. 

Nanaimo, Dec. 21. — (Special) — Tho 
commission of inquiry into the prac- 
tices of Polloe Mag'strato Planta 
opened this afternoon, Judge Har- 
rison presiding. The Mayor, aldermen, 
ex-aldermen and members of tho citizen's 
committee wore present with othors. City 
Clerk S. Gough waa the firut witness called. 
He told tho story of the appointment of Mr. 
Planta and the voting of a salary of $1,000 
per annum. The finance committee had 
made an allowance for this salary in tho 
estimates. Mr. Planta had received two 
payments on account of his salary, $33.75 
and $25 50. 

Q —How wero these amounts arrived at ? 

A. — They wero tho amount of certain 
coats brought to my ollice by Mr. Planta 
from Chief Stowart, and I told him to keep 
them. 

Q. — Are you awaro of any such agroe- 
ment as that referred to in tho commission 
botwoen Mr. Planta and tho council 1 

A.— No. 

Q — Not so far as you know ? 

A. — Well, yeB. I had a note from Mr. 
Planta ; but it has no bearing on this mat- 
ter. 

Judgo Harrison— You must producoit. 

Mr. Gough— I don't know where it is. 

Tho Judgo— I will adjourn the court lor 
twonty minutes to onablo you to find it. 

Aftor tho adjournment Mr. Gough re- 
turned with tho noto, whioh read us 
follows : 

"S. Gough, Esq: Sir— Considering tho 
strain upon tho municipal revonuo, I am 
willing to draw no larger sum on account of 
salary aa police mogiatrato during the year 
1894 than the amount of the foos of tho 
court which shall bo paid into tho city tro 
sury from tho polico maglatrato'a oourt, 
provided such sum shall not bo less than 
$250. (Signod) J. P. Planta. 

" December 10, 1893." 

Some farther time was oonsumod in vari- 
ous trips by Mr. Gough aftor books noeded 
in the case. They wore brought one at a 
tlmo and woro explained at longth. After 
examining tho entries in tho cashbook His 
Honor uppoared to bo of the opinion that 
oortain alterations bearing on tho ontrios of 
paymonta mado to Mr. Planta wero of re- 
cent date. 

" Could," it waB aakod, " Mr. Gough 
remomhor whon thoao alterations wero 
made?" " No, ho could not." 

"Not if ho tried hard sitting down ? "— 
" Woll ho did not think they had boon mado 
within tho last month." 

Aid. Doboson, chairman of the fluanca 
committee last year, could not remember 
any arrangement other than that Mr. Planta 
was to be paid $1,000. He did think that 
Mr. Planta had promisod not to bacomo a 
burden on tho community. 

Aid. Cooking had voted for $1,000 salary, 
thinking that it must bo paid; but was of 
opinion that tho city would not bo pressed. 

After some indignant sparring and orosB 
examination the oaso was adjournod until 
January 4 at 11 a.m.

Appeal Allowed in Adams v. McBeath 
-Tho Will to (Jo Into 
Force. 



Wolley v. Lowenberi?, Harris & Co., 
and Hudson Bay Co v. Kearua 
& Bowling. 



Tho Full court yesterday delivered judg- 
ments in three important oases. 

Hudaon'n Bay Co. v. Kearns and Rowling 
— The judgment by the trial judge in this 
action was ono cf non-suit as agMnet 
Rowling. AgainBt this plaintiffs' appealed. 
Plaintiffs' position was that of equitable 
mortgagees of tho property upon which the 
defendant Rowling stood in the land regie- 
try office as holder of chargoB. Plaintiffs 
contended that as the charge was not a 
registerablo one, the land registry act did 
nob apply and thut theroforo defendant 
Rowland had no priority by reason of his 
being registered. Tho judgment of tho I' ull 
court yeBtorday was that tho evidence put 
in at the trial was not only Insufficient to 
sustain plaintiffs' caso, but also to 
mako out Rowling's contention. Ic 
was incumbent, tho court hold, upon 
Rowling to prove valuable consideration as 
against plaintiffs as equitable mortgagees, 
and furlhor to show his bona fidos as pur- 
chaser. The judgment allows three months' 
timo for a new trial, and if no trial bo 
brought on within that timo tho judgment 
of tho court bolow stands. E. P. Davis, 
Q C, for the appellants, and A. E. Mol'hil. 
lips for defendants, 

Adams vs. Molieath— Tho defendant ap. 
pealed from a judgment of Mr, Justico 
Crease, setting aBido tho will of an old man 
named Adams, who by it dovised all his 
property to McBeath. Tho appsal Was 
allowed with costB in both courts, Mr. Jus- 
tico Drako remarking that the judge in tho 
count below did not appoar to havo given 
to tho unqualified testimony of Dr. Miluo 
and Mr. Uall that tho testator had in no 
way boon ooorcod tho weight to which it 
was entitled. Juatloos McCreight and VVal. 
kom coinoided with this opinion. 

Wolley vs. Lowonborg, Harris & Co. — 
This caso c.imo up by way of appeal from 
the vordict of tho jury and the judgmont 
thoroon as well an on a motion for a now 
trial 01; tho ground of jurisdiction and the 
improper rejootiou of evidenoe. Justicos 
Croaso and Drako dismissed tho appoal and 
disallowed tho motion for a now trial with 
coats. Mr. Justice McCreight concurred In 
the dismissal of the appoal bub thought 
thoro should bo a now trial, tho jury nob 
having boon proporly direotod as to tho 
principles on which dun ages should bo as- 
sessed.

Vatican Treasures at Chicago on 
Their Way Home- Collision in 
Irish Channel.

London, Doo. 21— The ellicora of tho U. 
8. cruisor Detroit, which h lying at NaploB, 
will arrive in Romo to morrow. Tho date 
of thoir reception at tho Vatican has not yet 
beon fixed. Tho Popo will rcceivo the 
oollego of oardinala on Sunday to oxpross to 
them tho usual Christmas good wishos. 
Tho Pope has addressed a confidential 
message to tho cabinets of several European 
powers calling attention to tho troubleB in 
Italy and inviting tho support of tho powors 
in the oveut of complications. 

The steamer Munster, carrying passengers 
and mail from Holyhead to Kingston o»mo 
into collision to day with an unknown ves- 
sel. Tho latter disappeared in the dark- 
ness. The collision caused consternation 
among the passengers on tho Munster. Sov- 
eral woro hurt. The Munster had to be 
tawed to Holyboad. 

The friends of Lord Randolph Churchill 
havo rooeived grave nows regarding the con- 
dition of his health. Lord Randolph and 
his wife are oxpoctod to arrivo at Marseilles 
to djy from tho EaBt. Tho condition of 
his health is such that his friends believe ho 
cannot recover. 

The Portuguese government has decided 
to construct a navy, and with this object in 
view tbo sum of £120,000 yearly will be 
provided for 20 ymiB. Tenders will bo in- 
vited from the United States and other 
countries. 

Cuestas Czynaki, mesmerist, charged with 
hypnotizing the wealthy Countess Ziedlitz 
at Neukitch, Bavaria, and compelling her 
to marry him, was oonvloted yesterday and 
sentenced to three years' imprisonment. 

Prince B'smarck started from Vurzin this 
morning for FriederioliBruho.

CANADA'S PUBLIC DEBT, 

The Hon. Mr. Haggart, Minister of Rait 
way and Canals, a fow days ago at Wiar 
ton, Ont., gavo a remarkably full and oloar 
account of the way in which the public debt 
of the Dominion was contracted. 

Liberal editors and Liberal orators do 
what thoy oin to create the impression that 
tho differont Conservative Governments 
wore roaponaible for tho whole debt. They 
mention its amount In dolorous toneB, and 
then they go on to expatiate upon the 
" rocklesa extravagance " of the "Tories." 
They would have the people of Canada be- 
lieve that tho Tories borrowed money when 
it was not noodod, and spent it without any 
regard to economy or to the needs of the 
country. 

The not Public Debt of the Dominion was, 
at tho clofce of tho fiscal year of 1893, $241, 
681,039. It is well known that the Domin 
ion assumod tho debts of tho different prov 
incos as they entered the Union. The 
amount of thoae debts was, in round num 
bors, $109,000,000. Here is a very big 
Blioe taken off the debt for which tho 
" Tories " oould not be roaponaible. Be- 
tween tho yeara 1874 and 1878 the Liberals 
added $33,000,000 to the debt of the Do 
minion— that is they wont in debt 
a", tko rate of eight millions a year, 
and this was a cleir addition to the debt, 
for we see that in 1S74 tho not debt of tho 
country waa $108,000,000, and in 1878 it 
was $140,000,000. Aa Mr. Haggart pointed 
out, the Liborala did not opposo tho 
assumption of tho dobta of the provinces, 
and thoy auroly must bo held roBponaiblo 
for tho debt which they themsolvos con- 
traotod. 

Tho construction of tho Intercolonial rail- 
way waB ono of tho conditiona of Confedera- 
tion. Any party who happonod to bo in 
powor would havo had to built that road. 
It took $44,000,000 to construct tho Inter- 
colonial. Tho sum of 536,000,000 was spent 
in constructing tho canala. 

It so happened that tho Liberals wero in 
power while a groat part of this monoy was 
boing oxpended, so thut if tho canals cost 
tho country moro than was noceasary the 
Liborals wore to blamo. 

Tho Liberala, howevor, must be hold guilt- 
loss of apending a single doilar on tho Can- 
adian Pacifio Railway. Thoy opposod that 
great undertaking from its inception. They 
donouncod it as an utterly impraotioablo 
Bohomo, one that oould bo projected only by 
mon who had lost their eonses. Tho Lib- 
orals oondoriinod tho agroemont with British 
Columbia in tho strongest torms to bo 
found in tho English language, and 
whon thoy woro, in ordor to keop faith with 
the provinco, compollod to spoud monoy on 
tho undertaking thoy waatod thousands of 
dollars in a vain attompt to utilize tho 
"water stretches." CocaorvatlvoB aro ro- 
aponBiblo for tho $02,000,000 dobt iuourred 
to build that road. If the Liborals had had 
tholr way thoro would not havo boon a mile 
of it in oxistonco to-day, and British Colum- 
bia would havo to dopond upon American 
ontorpriao for communication with the East. 
This groat roud, which is to day tho prido 
not only of Canada but of tho 
British Empire, is tho work of tho 
Uonservativo party. To its groat Loador 



is due the glory of beginning it and of carry- 
ing it out to a successful issue. He was as- 
sisted, it ia true, by unen of wonderful 
onergy and enterprise, but it will have to bo 
admitted that its existence is due to his 
foresight and to hia indomitable courage 
The " Toriea," therefore, must be debited 
with the addition to tho publio dobt oauBod 
by the construction of that great road, and 
that party has the right to claim the credit 
of tho many and very great advantages 
whioh the Dominion of Canada and tho Em- 
pire of Groat Britain havo derived and are 
likely to dorivo from its construction. 

Then a considerable part of tho balanoo of 
tho Public Debt— aftor allowance is made 
for Ihe $109,000,000 of pro-confederation 
debts — waa oxpended in aiding tho construc- 
tion of railways and other usoful publio 
works in every Provinco of tho Dominion. 
When all these improvements and under- 
takinga are oonaiderod it will have to be 
allowed that Canada oan Bhow good value 
for tho $137,000,000 actual inoreaao of debt 
since Confederation. Tho Minister of Rail- 
ways did wisoly in calling attention to what 
tho Publio Dobt of tho Dominion represents 
to-day. 

A DISTRESSED OOLONT. 

Tho condition of Newfoundland is truly 
deplorablo. It was for a long timo agitated 
by bitter political dissension. Men whom 
tho people had rejooted at tho polls con- 
tinued to raise themselves to powor and to 
administer tho affairs of tho colony in ways 
that in those days aro unknown to constitu- 
tional governments. 

Just when tho peoplo began to boo their 
way through their political difficulties they 
woro overtaken by a financial storm 
that appallod them, The two banka 
on which the whole community de- 
pondod wont down with a crath, 
and with them business houaea that wero 
considered aB firm and strong as the banks 
themsolves. Rumor, an is always tho case 
in such crises, represented mattors as being 
much worse than thoy reully were. " Busi- 
ness, " says tho Monetary Times of Toronto, 
" is necessarily at a standstill. An offort 
is boing made to secure outaide aid. Ono 
of the members of the Government left on 
Monday night for Canada to arrange, if 
possible, for one of the Canadian banka to 
establish a branoh at St, John's, The 
Governmont also telegraphed to the British 
Ministry requesting a loan of $1,000,000 or 
that they will guarantee the loan of $1,500, 
000 attemptod to be floated in London. The 
Colonial Secretary proposed to leave for 
London with this object in vietv. " 

It appears that the Imperial Government 
is willing to aasiBt the Newfoundlanders it 
the legislature of the colony will pass a 
resolution asking the Home Government to 
send a commission to Newfoundland to 
thoroughly inveatigate the fiuanoial position 
of the colony. It is said that the now Gov 
crnment intends to decline this tffor. Aa the 
noteB of tho broken Newfoundland bunka 
are not considered good, tho peoplo were for 
a time without money. That difficulty 
seems to have been at least partially sur 
mounted, as the Bank of Montreal and some 
of tho Halifax banks have Bent specie into 
the colony. But thero is no business doing, 
and it is hard to see how tho people, many 
of whom are very poor indeed, manago to 
get the necessaries of lifo. It ia said that 
arrangements aro being made by influential 
citizens with the view of providing for the 
poorer classes, who are desoribed to be on 
tho verge of starvation. The accounts that 
reach us from Newfoundland load us to con- 
clude that Christmas will bo tho reverse of 
"morry" with tho great majority of the 
inhabitants of tho anoient colony.

Many of his acts 
wero criticized sharply, and it was known 
that influential men in tho organization 
wore working ugainsti him. However, there 
ia this to say for Mr. Gompore, ho bore 
defeat manfully. Ho neither grumbled nor 
whined, but ohoorfully, in fact almost 
gladly, acquiosced in tho decision of 
tho Convention, and ho lost no 
timo iu congratulating Mr. MoBrido, 
his Buocessor, and in doolaring hia 
willingness to render tho now President 
of tho Federation all the assistance in his 
power. Ho wub boaten in a convention of 
somo two thousand by a mnj >riiy of 220. 

Wo havo eoen nothing about tho new 
President except what Mr. Gompers is re- 
ported to havo said. "John McBride," tho 
report roadB, " iu a good mun, and while ho 
will no doubt meet with tho usual obstacles 
of a new official, tho hearty co oporation he 
will roceivo from myself and other retiring 
officora will tend to mako his work us easy as 
possible.

ted States into a " baok number." 
We aoo that thoro aro many patriotlo 
Americana who dooply doploro tho preaont 
state of things in tho Groat Uopublio, and 
who look to tho futuro with dread and do- 
spondoncy. Thoy aoo Canada growing up 
prosperous and poaooful boBido them, and 
they may believe that an infusion of puro 
Canadian blood would invigorato tho com- 
monwealth.

proached blasphemy. " He deolared that in 
reading the oomposltion mentioned he had 
no Intention of blaspheming, and regretted 
that any person ahould have so understood 
him. 

SUPPLY. 

Tho reBolntions reported from oommltteo 
of Bupply yestorday were read and adopted. 

Tho house again went into committee of 
supply, Mr. EbertB in the ohair. 

The item of 51,500 for the Speaker's sea 
sioDal allowance was objected to by Mr. 
Semlin, who thought it should not have 
been increased from the formor amount of 
§1,000. Tho objection did not find favor, 
and the item passed. 

On tho item of §19,800 for tho sessional 
indemnity of S600 for eaoh of tho S3 mem- 
befs, Mr. Kennedy objected to paying this 
allowance to the mintuters. Mr. Prentico 
moved to cut down the sum to §400 all 
round ; and Mr. Kennedy thereupon pro- 
tested that SG00 is not too much for tho 
members, and that he merely wished to cut 
it off from the ministers. Hon. Mr. Davie 
jocularly asked Mr. Prentico if ho would 
draw tho whole ?GO0 should his motion be 
dofoatod, but Mr. Sword rebuked tho 
Premier for the question, bocauso the esti- 
mates now being voted are not for this ses- 
sion. " I never thought of that," returned 
Mr. D.ivie, amidst general laughter; "the 
member for Eist Lillooot is going to resign 
at the end of this Bession, and he may not 
intend to offer ogiin or may not anticipate 
re-election." Mr. Hunter also thought the 
economical amondment "a nice way to get 
cheap notoriety." Mr. Uoiton vehem- 
ently deolared that such ln«inuations 
Bhould not bo made in the house, 
and Mr. Hunter referring to tho warmth of 
language of the last speaker jokingly spoke 
of " tho member for Vancouver popping up 
every time his safety valve opens." He 
understood the position of that gentleman, 
because ho remembered a littlo bio of poetry 
iupposed — no doubt wroDgly — to have been 
addressed by the Speaker at the close of tho 
last session, and whioh ran, v.-ith reference 
to the momber for Vancouver : 
" He looks ae Bwcot as honey— 
Tho only ono In all tho crow who doos not 
caro for money." 
(Great laughter.) This brought an objec- 
tion from Mr. Williams, who did not wish 
to be mistaken for the member thus de- 
scribed ; but Ho«. Mr. Divie assurod bim 
that the deBoription conld not apply to him, 
"as everyone knows that he has no safety 
valve at all." (Laughter.) Mr Kennedy 
again protested that this diBOussion was all 
a mistake, as bis suggestion of eoonomy w-s 
directed only against the ministers ; and 
Mr. Micpherson declared him6elf 
against the reduction just moved. 
The amendment by Mr. Prentice 
being put after a further) interchange 
of cnaff, met with a very faint response to 
the call for " ayes," and was deolared lost, 
the item passing. 

\Mth respeot to tho vote of SI, 000 for 
journals and stalnteB binding, Mr. Semlin 
asked what the government proposed to do 
about tho binding for the future, and whe- 
ther the practioe is to continue of giving out 
the work without contraot. In reply the 
Premier stated that the government will 
probably undertako their own binding in 
the noar future, so that the controversy as 
to the proper prioes would thus be ended. 
A long discussion ensued, the debate of last 
session and the report of the committee 
which then investigated tho matter being 
gono into in detail, Mr. Cotton complained 
that his bindery — that of the News-Adver- 
tiser— had not been invitod to tender, and 
deolared that this had beon beoauso of 
direot instructions to the government printer 
to make the omission. Mr. Davio in reply 
said there ia no foundation whatever for 
such t statement, and if the News-Adver- 
tiser was not a6ked to tender it no doubt 
waB because it was not known to the officer 
calling for the tenders than tho company 
was in tho binding businesa. The item 
passed after further debate. 

Tho next discussion was on the vote of 
§16,200 for the maintonunco of tho BBylum 
for the inBane, Hon. Col. Baker explaining 
that an increase iu tho amount was rendered 
necessary in order to carry out tho recom- 
mendations of the royal commlasion. Mr. 
Semlin BOpgeattd that tho government were 
at fault, iu Having eo long "slept upon " the 
irregularities going on thoro ; but Hon. Mr 
IHvio pointed nut that timo after time the 
grand juries have visited tho institution and 
reported it to b3 conducted proporly, and 
when theso and other visitors woro misled 
by the appearances it was no wonder that 
the government had been similarly sati fied 
as to its condition. Mr. Kennedy incident- 
ally stated that only two weeks before tho 
session opened ho went through tho institu- 
tion with Dr. lientley, tho superintendent, 
and saw no ovidonco of mismanagement. 

When tho votes for education wero con- 
sidered Mr. Kitchen took exception to that 
of $800 for tho school at Chilllwack (addi- 
tion), taking tho ground that it is not need- 
ed, the scho'l not now being more than half 
full. Col. Uaker in reply stated that it is 
the intention to raise the standard of the 
institution by making it a graded school. 

Under tho hoad of public works, Dr. 
Walkem otjectod to tho voto of §1,200 and 
other appropriations for Government House, 
Victoria, holding that the expense should bo 
borno by tho Dominion government, who 
have tho patronugo of tho ( flioo. Hun. Mr. 
Divio in reply said ho hoped that in time 
the Dominion government may bo induced 
to undortako tho expenditure, as has been 
requested by some of tho other provim.es, 
but in tho mountimo tho institution must bo 
proporly kept up. 

Tho oommitteo rose at 5:30, having pasBod 
during the afternoon tho votes from No. 20 
to 102, including theso heads :

wentloto oommitteo of supply, Mr. Eberts 
in the chair, proceeding with consideration 
of the appropriations for pslblio works — 
robdf, strode, bridges and wharves. 

Mb Semlin made an appeal for expen- 
sive eypenditures In West Vale in addition 
to those provided for ; and Mr. Hume a 
similar application for West Kootonay 
South, the letter pointing out tho large con- 
tributions to Iho revonuo made by hia dis- 
trict. Mr. Kellio dofended the appropri- 
ations for his riding of West Kootonay 
North, against the attack made upon it the 
other day by tho member for Vonoouver 
(Mr. Micpherson) Ho auld that the North 
riding oould be provad fully rqual in im- 
portance to tho Soucb, and if the latter hus 
developed faster for a timo it Is simply be- 
cause it has had tho odvantage of Amorfoan 
capital. He pointi d out that not only Ubb 
the South riding had liberal ex- 
penditures In the past for waggon 
roads, but It has had tho benefit 
of the immense expenditure on the Nakusp 
£ Slocan road, which was built simply to 
open out the mines of tho Slocan in South 
Kootenay. He thought it is now the turn 
of tho North riding, and that if the govern- 
ment) will deal as liberally with it during 
tho nexb fow yeara as they have with tbe 
South in the past, the result will be even 
greater development there. 

With respeot to the ferry subsidies Mr. 
Semlin advooated saving this annual ex 
penditure by building bridges cvon if tho 
money for this purpose has to bo borrowed. 

Respooting tho appropriations in aid of 
agricultural socio'ies, Mr. Semlin BuggeBtod 
a chuugo iu the direction of aiding agri 
culture through thiso organizations— per- 
haps rather t han through agricultural and 
horticultural baurtls. H a. Mr. Turner dif- 
fered Iron; him in this opinion, as ho 
thought un agricultural board won d be ol 
the greatest advantage, and it might pos- 
► ibly bo even better to put tho distribution 
of these gr.iiits in the bauds of the agricul-' 
tural boaulB, who will be in tho bcBt possible 
position to fcay where the money 
may bo applied to the greatest 
advantage. He had been told that Homo 
small shows were got up simply to got in 
prizes whao littlo money tho government 
gives by way of assistance. 

Tho vote of §250 for the flookmastera' as- 
sociation wns the subject of questioning, and 
Hon. Mr. D^vio explained chat this is for 
the enaouragement of theep raising, which 
iu now engaging considerable attention par- 
ticularly on Vancouver island— at Comox 
and Ihinoan'd and eltcwhcre. MsjorMutter 
explained that this voto will aBBist tho as- 
sociation in looking after the interests of tho 
many flockB already established, and in 
tholr eiljUB to improve and maintain the 
quality of the stock. 

In answer to Mr. Semlin, Hon. Mr. D ivio 
explained the increase iu tho voto asked for 
immigration purposes, consisting of §5,000 
for salaries and oontingeti cies of tho 
London office, and $4,000 for mis- 
oellaneous expenses. Ho staled that 
Mr. Beoton who for a great many 
yearB has been tho Agent-Genoral of this 
province in London, without remuLeration, 
has resigned the office, on account of old 
age creeping upon him. It is a matter of 
the utmost Importance that British Colum- 
bia should have a good representative there, 
and it is not to be Buppoaed that another 
mun such aa Mr. Beeton oan bo secured ex- 
cept upon the puyment of a fair remunera- 
tion. Who will bo appointed he could not 
say at present, but the houBO may rely upon 
it that in making tho selection tho govern- 
ment will choose only Buch a man as will 
creditably perform the dutieB of tho office 
He thought it indisputable that apart lrom 
the regular duties of the position a great 
amount of benefit would result from tho 
advertising of the province which its Bgent 
in London would be able tc judioiouBly di- 
rect. Hon. Col. Baker further explained, 
iu answer to a suggestion by Dr. Walkem, 
that for the future the London effico of this 
province will probably be at the Imperial 
institui o, 

Mr. Kitchen oVj-*cted to the amount of 
§500 additional for the Chilllwack court 
house, because he Bald it was not what was 
wanted there, and would be a burden to 
keep up, while it ia in such a position t 
it will be constantly exposed to danger of 
destruction by fire. Ha declared he had 
nover spent any timo in the colls, but thut 
ho foared if a man wero to be kept over 
night in ono of them he might be dead in the 
murnlng. Hon. Mr. Davie explained to 
Mr. Kitchen that tho peoplo of Chilllwack 
seem to appreciate tbe building, and 
that only a few woeke ago they 
applied for permission to uee it as a council 
chamber, offering to keep it in order. 

The committee rose and reported, having 
passed all tho remaining appropriations, 
those put through at the evening Bitting in 
eluding the following totuls :

Yesterday's Closing: Exorcises at the 
High School and Other .Juvenile 
Resorts. 



All the public schools of tho city have 
boon olosod for tho holidays. Yesterday it 
waB the turn of tho High school and Bovb' 
3nd Girls' Central to formally auapond 
operations. 

At ton o'clock iho eovon lower divisiona 
of the Girls' Contral school assembled iu 
MisB Williams' room, whore in tho presence 
of tho paronte and friends the promotion 
listB were read, prizoa presented and ad- 
dresses made. Intorspersed with tho other 
exercises wero sovoral choruses very nicely 
sung by tho school, Miss Ethel Mills giving 
a rooitation. The room looked remarkably 
well, tho pupils having gone to aomo trouble 
to decorate tho walls and platform with 
buncheB of holly. Truatoo Lewis delivered 
a abort and encouraging address and per- 
formed the pleasant duty of presenting tho 
prizes. He took the opportunity of com- 
plimonting the principal, Alias Williams, 
and the other toacherB on tho efuoioucy of 
the school. 

Next camo tho lower divisions of tho Boys' 
Central school, whioh marched into tho room 
aa soon as the girla had vaoated tho seats. 
There wore no formal exercises, moroly the 
reading oi tho promotion lists and an ad- 
dress by Trustoo Lewis. Principal Nother- 
by explained that the ordinary work of the 
sohool having boon regularly carried on to 
the ond of the term thore had not been any 
opportunity of preparing a regular pro- 
gramme. Tho results of tho promotion liste 
showed vory good work on tho part of both 
pupils and teachera. 

At 2 o'clock the High school and the first 
divisions of tho Boys' and Girls' C-ntial 
schools had thoir closing exorcises. 
The room was crowded to tho 
doors with pupila and spectators. 
After aomo choruses had been sung and 
Principal Paul had read tho promotion 
lie te, Dr. Popo, superintendent of edu- 
cation who presided, in a few words ex- 
pressed the regrets of Hon. Colonel Biker 
at his inability to be present. He wont on 
to speak of the excellent results attained at 
the recent High sohool entranaa examina- 
tions, at which over 50 per cent, of tho 
candidates had passed. 

Tho head of the girls' sohool ia Miss Jane 
Moore, and upon handing her tho certificate 
Dr. Pope congratulated her on her high 
standing. Miss Genevieve Grant and Miss 
Mabel Nott oamo next. In arithmetio both 
each took full marks a somewhat unusually 
high record. 

Lome Greenfield MoHaffie stood hoad of 
the boys' central sohool, his total per- 
centage in ths High school entranoe being 
ovor 75 per cent, of the marka on the whole 
examination in tho High Bohool entrance 
examination and higher than any other of 
the candidates who wroto at Viotoria. 
James Hamilton Johnston stood second 
in the school. Ho alao took full marks in 
arithmetic. 

The High Sohool promotions having been 
read Dr. Pope stated that from the results of 
his own visits and tho reports of the inspec- 
tors he could say that the scholars wero 
fully up to the high standard of other years 
and a credit to the work of their teachers. 

Trustee Glover told tho girla that their 
eduoation was calculated to make them hot- 
ter wives and housekeepers when they grew 
up, for it developed thoir intelligence and 
usefulness. To the boys he said that in all 
occupations of life they would find that 
oducation was an assistance and a moans of 
rising. 

Trnstee Lowis rcgrettod his own early 
disadvantages and congratulated the young 
people on being able to soouro a good odu- 
cation. He went on eloquently to dosoribe 
the junior divisiona as tho young orchards 
while the boys and girls of tho High school 
showed the full grown apples and pearB in 
full perfection. 

" Pairs " suggested someone, and Truatee 
Lowia laughed with the rest of the assem- 
bly, and after a little good advice as to 
making use of opportunities ho wished 
them all a happy holiday. 

Ven. Arohdoaoon Scrivon alluded to the 
examination papers in an amusing manner 
remarking that he did not really know 
whether or not he could have managed to 
do tho mental arithmetio paper he had read 
in tho Colonist. Ho wished tho pupils a 
Merry Chrintmas, indeed that was already 
assured thorn, tor there was no better road 
to happiness than unselfishness, and thore 
V.-...B no real happiness without it. The 
real significance of Christmas time lay in its 
power to bring plenty oi happiness whore it 
did not exist beforo. Nothing that parents 
could provide for thoir childron could bring 
such cheerful Christmas firesides as the 
giftH made by thomselveB to help loss fortun- 
ate people. It was better to give than to 
receive and to make others merry than to 
receive preaenta. 

P.ev. Dr. Campbell in congratulating 
teachors and pupils hoped in time to boo a 
university established in the province where 
pupilB from tho High Bchool could recoivo 
more advanced education. 

Trustee Marobant pointed out tho need 
of diligence, Baying it was not always the 
cleverest people who wero moat successful. 

Tho proceedings broke up with tho Bing- 
ing of " God Savo tho Quoon,"

WASHINGTON, Doc. 21. —The state de- 
partment ctiicials preservo tho ouBtomary 
reticence aa to their cflicial knowledge of 
t hang Yin Huan's departure from Peking 
to suo for peace, but it ia woll understood 
throughout tho department that Mr. Denby 
has informed Seorotary Greaham that the 
application haa boon made, and the im- 
pression exista that Minister Dun has ques- 
tioned tho JapanoBO government aB to 
it) roadinoaB to reooivo Chang Yin Huan 
as peace ambassador, and obtained a 
f»vorablo reply. In faot, it nun 
appears that tho correspondence botwoou 
Mr. Donby and Mr. Dun Ciuaed the recall 
of CommicBioner Dotring, tho Japanoso de- 
murring to receiving un c llicial of secondary 
rank, and that tho two American ministers 
havo Btill fuller arrangod for tho despatch 
and reception of tho Vice-Preaident of tho 
Tsung Li Yamen. State department 
offiolala aro significantly oontidont of tho 
Buccoas of the ambassador's mission whioh 
they think will he acoompliahed by Janu- 
ary. It 1b said Chang Yin Huan would 
poasibly reach Tokio by Chriatmaa if he 
reaohod Tien Tain to day, and it ia not Im- 
agined that any great delay would ooour In 
arriving at a concluaion, aa it is not be- 
lieved that Japan would consent to receive 
the ambtsaador, nor China to send him, un- 
less tho preliminaries had boon satisfactorily 
arranged. 

Tho navy department has reoeired a re- 
port from Admiral Carpenter on tho Yalu 
naval battle in the Chineso war. After de- 
scribing tho preliminory evolutions the re- 
port continues: "Tho Jopaneao fire win 
mainly directed against the two battleships 
and ia Baid to havo been terrific, tho Chen- 
Yuen being hit about four hundred timea 
and catching Uro several times, whilo tho 
Ting Yuen was badly Bet on fire forward, 
which was extinguished with difficulty. 
The Chon- Vuen gill intly plaoed herself be- 
tween Iho Japaneao veaaola and the Ting- 
Yuen, taking tho fire of tho il^ot, whilo tho 
fligship extinguished her flames. Thin 
marieuvring brought tho two Japaneao 
squadrons circling in opposite direotions, 
iho Chan Hun sinking about this time. Tho 
Chineso Einaller ships now commenced escap- 
ing to t bo nortwardand weal hward, und were 
cl a>ed by tho lta ling squadron, which sue 
cooJed In sinking thn Lai Yuen. During 
'his action, about 3:30 p.m., (tho fight 
hivirg commenced at 12:30 p m ), while 
the Mathusbima and Chen-Yuen wire 
abreast of oach other a 12 inch Bhell struck 
tho former's barbotto doing muoh damage, 
sotting her ou lire and killing and wounding 
several men. Later tho Cnih Yuen aank. 
Tho battloshipa thon went after tho fleeirg 
BhipB, which thoy joined at 5 p.m., and the 
Japaneao suspended the battlo. Naval 
officers who have studied tho report say 
that tho Chineso battleships could 
havo ouiiily defeated tho Japaneao 
hud their crows been drilled and their 
ocmmundorfl demonstrated moro ability 

New YORK, Dec. 21 —A ChineBO goneral 
is in Washington City negotiating with 
Senor Mendonca, minister for Brazil, for tho 
purchase of tho Niotheroy and Andrada. 
These vessels wero fitted out in Now 
York under Senor Mendonca'a supervision, 
to aid tho Brazil government to put 
down Mello'a insurgent nuvy. Poaoo
